The announcement that Congressman 


Morrow would apeak in the evening was 
sufficient to call ont a crowded house, as 
his reeent return from Washington as- 
sured them that the fullest explanation 
of the protection principles of Republi- 
canism would be given. 


Mr. Morrow arrived on the noon train 


from the south, and was received at the 
depot by members of the county central 
committee and taken to the Grand Cen- 
tral hotel. 


At the hotel a large number of promi- 


nent Republicans called on him. In the 
afternoon, through the conrtesy of Cap- 
tain M. W. Mnllar, a drive waa taken 
through the vineyards, returning in time 
for dinner. 


Tho evening demonstration waa a com- 


plete success throughout. Pursuant to 
posted notices sent ont to the members, 
about 200 Republicans were at the-head- 
quarters of the club for the purpose of 
forming an escort to the speakerfrom hia 
hotel to the Biggs opera-house, where he 
was to speak. 


While the procession was forming 


they were joined by a large number of 
outsiders, also Republicans, who swelled 
the procession to a considerable length. 


The march waa short. From the club 


room the procession, headed by the 
band, moved up I street to Mariposa 
street, thence to the Grand Centralhotel, 
where Mr. Morrow was found with the 
members of the central committee, pre- 
pared to join the procession. 


As the procession moved down J street 


it reached the opera-house, where it 
formed in open order and presented 
torches as the carriage containing Mr. 
Morrow drove by. Three cheers were 
given with a will by the torch bearera 
as Mr. Morrow passed into the building. 


The crowd had already gathered, fill- 


ing every seat in the auditorium and 
many in the gallery.

The coinage of silver was discussed 


during the Cleveland administration. 
Silver never was so low as it was after 
Cleveland's first message to Congress on 
ihis subject. On Lombard street, Lon- 
don, it touched 01 cents, the lowest point 
t ever reached, and the standard silver 
lollar was only worth intrinsically 70 
cents. After the silver plank was placed 
in the Republican national platform, it 
rent up cent by cent on Lombard street, 
xmdon. It continued to rise when Har- 
rison was elected. When Harrison sent 
a silver message to congress it went up, 
and when the silver bill was passed it 
went up to $1.07 per ounce, compared 
with gold, the highest it baa ever 
reached. 


'Silver has much to do with the farm- 


ers' products. It controls the price ol 
wheat in a large measure-. England 
)uye much, ol her wheat from Russia and 
'ndia. 
in Russia the rouble iu the 


standard of exchange and in India it if 
,be rupee. These are silver coins and 
;he standard is a silver standard. The 
English merchant bora his wheat at 
Odessa he pays for it in silver; he 'bays 
it in Bombay, he pays for it in silver; so 
that when silver is on a sore footing the 
price of wheat is up, so that wheat is 
higher now all over the world than be 
fore tbe passage of the silver coinage 
act." 


THE M'KINLEY TARIFF BILT.. 


The speaker then engaged in a discus 


nion of the McKinley tariff bill, the 
kbuse of which by tha Democratic presa 
lio said, could only be compared to the 
abuse of a candidate for office, 


"It takes $400,000,000 per year to run 


the government. We cave got to ge 
that much revenue. Some comes from 
international revenue, some from othe 
sources, and $225,000,000 must come from 
the ruBtom house. Both sides aerea to 
that; the difference exists in the manna 
of collecting it. 
"Let OR commission two men—aDeino 


crat and a Republican—to go to the cus 
torn house and collect this $22f>,000,OOC 
by applying their respective theories 
The first thing laid on the floor is a ba 
of coffee from Brazil. Tbe Republican 
recognizing this is a product not raiaec 
in tho United States and therefore not i 
competition with any of our Industrie 
and recognizing farther that it is one o 
tbe necessaries of life with manv peopli 
lets it go in free. The Democrat levies 
duty on it for 'revenue only.' A tax o 
coffee does not protect any production o 
this country. We produce no coffee 
The next thing Is a consignmentof raisin 


rom Malaga, Spain. The Republican 
says we raise raJains in Fresno; we 
will protect that industry, hence 
will 
levy a tariff 
on that. The 


Democrat l&viefl a tariff, though so small 
t will not protect, levied for 'revenues 
only,' and BO on through the list. 
Vherever goods of foreign countries 
come into competition with gooda wa 
iroduce, we levy m tariif, wherever they 
,o not, we admit them free, hence you 
iee by the MeKmley bill thia third 
reat protective measure ever passed by 
congress, there are 50 per cent of the 
rticlea now on the free list, more than 
•as to be found in the Mills bill. 
"Oudarthe Mills bill we would raise 
lore revenue than under the McKinley 
ill. The Mille bill proposed to raise 
tie free list to 40 per cent aud reduce the 
utiable list to 60 per cent, while the 
EcKinley bill proposes to raise the free 
iat to 50 per cent and reduce the dutia- 
le Hat to 50 per cent. Thin ia much 
more liberal to the poor man than the 
Jills bill. The duty is placed on the 
uxuries, and the necessities are either 
Admitted free or so small a duty is col- 
acted as not to be burdensome." 


TOE DUTY OS TIN. 


The speaker discussed the increase in 
he duty on tin. By increasing thia from 
cent to 2 1-6 ca'uta per pound it had 
een intended to stimulate home pro- 
uction. Tin could be mined in Ban 
lernardino county, or in Dakota, suf- 
ciant in quantity to plate all the sheet 
on required for nee iu thia country, but 
he block tin ia treated as raw material 
and cornea in free. During the past year 


most every ounce of tin had been *im- 
orted. By placing a protective tariff on 
n plate it was intended to turn capital 
j the home production and away from 
he foreign. 
Some amusement waa created by a tin 
inner pail, which the speaker placed 
u tbe table as a text from which he read 
most effective sermon. 
He showed 


tat the tax imposed by the MeKinley 
ill would increase the cost of the pail 
iBt 1 cent. It was absurd to suppose 
mt the coat of a 40 cent pail would be 
ncreased 1 cent to offset the tax. The 


rould fall on the manufacturer and 


ot on the public. The makers of tha 
ail would turn their efforts to the de- 
elopmeut of the homeprodnct, give em- 
oyineiit to increased labor, and so far 


rom the increase of duty on tin plate 


ing detrimental to the public interest 
would be effective in improving the 


onditiou of the laboring classes. 
The speaker then addressed himself 
i sugar and said that sugar, coffee and 
a aud hidea came in duty free. He 
ent at some lengths to show that tho 
cKinley bill was precisely in accord- 
nee with the Hepublicau'idea of pro- 
ction. 


EFFECT OF TARIFF LEGISLATION.

tween Rogers and Bakerafield, by Tejon 
ptiaa. No person here who will talk on ' 
tlte proposed road will speak much about 
hiiw this city will be entered, but no 
matter how it comae up the San Joaquiu 
v|lley it will terminate at San Franciaco. 


.Tit is said the new road will coat some- 


wjiere in the neighborhood of $10,000,- 
000. Several tunnels will be made. Ac- 
cording to tho different surveys, it is 
thought that the new road must touch 
Fresno, San Jose, Stockton, Sacramento

A mystery surrounds the death in two 


or three particulars. 
On bis neck were 


found three bad cuts, inOicted with a 
small knife, and in the breast were four 
small stabs inflicted, probably, with the 
same knife. 


In the under clothing there were no 


cuts found,"showing that the punctures 
were made when he had little or no 
clothing on. The longs also were in a 
strange condition, in that they were no! 
filled with nater, as In usually the caee 
with people who have been drowned. 


One doctor testified that death conic 


not have resulted front the wounds, 
neither did he think it resulted from 
drowning, because of the Innga being 
free from water. Another opinion (ia 
that the windpipe became stopped with 
blood and the water conld r.ot get into 
the longa until the man died of strangn 
lation. 


With doctors disagreeing into the 


cause of the death the jury could not de- 
cide and io did not specify cause o 
death, simply finding that the man came 
to his death from cause or c*uies un- 
known. Both tbe theory of murder anc 
that of suicide are entertained on which 
the Stockton community oeema to be 
about equally divided.

!ruit by the Southern Pacific lines up to 
October 1, present many interesting fact* 
During f^ptember a total of 17,539,840 
lonnda of j;reen fruit or 877tf tone, was 
shipped east. In September of last year 
the agure^ato was bat '.1,158,000 pounds 
,nd that was the largest record up to 
that time. 
This fact illustrates the 


mormons growth of the fruit growing 
industry. The total shipments for the 
suason/or tho months ot May, June 
July, August and September ag^recate 
the enormous total of 54.70U.U70 pounds 
an increase over 1K89 o{ l7,u5S,490 
pounds. Theee are the figures of ship 
menta via tho Southern Pacific, and in 
elude about all the deciduous fiuif 
shipped from the elate. 


Following ia an editorial paragraph in 


the Washington Star, which esplaiua it 
self: "What is the poieon of the east 
eru states seems to be in 1S90 the mea 
ot California. The 10,000 carloads o 
fruit of various kinds, on a liberal valaa 
tion of $10,000,000, make almost hal 
the vftlue of her last year's crop. With 
the failure of the fruit crop in the eas 
this snug item fits in well aud to the 
peuiliar satisfaction of tho fruit-raiser 
of the Pacific slope and their friends 
California fruit is fast coming prom 
inenily to the front, not simply to make 
good eastern Josses, but niso to supply a 
constantly increasing demand." 


The department of agriculture, in it 


monthly report of tbe condition of th 
crops throughout thu country-, include 
an elaborate statement of the situation 
iu thia state.

room and in need of extra facilities. 
Che complaints alone would keep a man 
iusy. 


Whenever a contract ia let the office is 


compelled to make out the asseaQment 
roll for the uau of tbe contractor.* The 
expense for each lot has to be carefully 
computed, and these are entered with 
the utmost care. A diagram goes with 
each estimate. The contractor makes 
return of delinquents and these are filed 
away with the assessments. These are 
entered again in the assessment record 
nook: An estimate of tho work done in 
:hia direction may be gained from the 
'act that during the present year three 
of these books, of 300 oagea each, were 
filled up. 


The sewera are all entered the same 


way. Then there ia also a sewer block 
book, ehowlng where tbe connections are 
to be made. Then there are level blocks 
showing grades of streets and alleys. 


The department prepares iu duplicate 


all resolutions of intention, atlvertiaano- 
tice of street work and post notices all 
over alleys where work ia contemplated. 
Under the Vrooraan act the work ia very 
complicated, and all of it falls on the 
street department, including the prepa- 
ration of the contracts, bonds, etc. 


The department makes a personal in- 


spection of all work done. Mr. Ko«e, th* 
assistant superintendent, goea through 
tbe sewers every two weeks, the system, 
comprising about eleven miles. 
Once a 


week the outfall of the system is also 
visited. 
Tho cleaning out of etreet cul- 


verts also consumes considerable time 
and entails no little expense. Sixteen 
new culverts are now being nut in, and 
twenty old ones will have to bo repaired. 
Recently the council aiWed to the work 
of the department by ordering that all 
bins should be itemized in detail and en- 
rolled in a separate book and so certified 
to the council before it will be paid. 


The street department is not perfec- 


tion, but any two men in charge of It 
who will carry out the laws «id do their 
duty will earn even- cent allowed them. 


One thing that would eurprisc even au 


artificial examiner of city affairs ie the 
absence of a legal map of the city, either 
of gradea or aeweri. Surveys and mem- 
oranda on the sewers are kept in the 
safe on tracings, but there should ba or- 
dered at an early date an official map of 
the city. Fresno is too rich and import- 
ant a city to conduct ila business by an 
inaccurate and amateurish real estate 
map.

Amendment 


Submitted to the People. 


FUTURE CHARTERING OK CITIES. 


A Measure Overlooked by the Gover- 


nor, but Resurrected by Chair- 


men of the Committees. 


On March 19, 1SS9, tbe legislature, 


adopted an amend meat to section S, 
article XT of theconstitution, relative to 
tbe framing and adoption of chartera by 
cities containing more than one hundred 
thoneand inhabitants, and cities con- 
taining more than ten thousand inhab- 
itant a and cities containing more than 
thirty-five hundred inhabitants. This 
resolution was approved by the governor 
on the day of its passage. 


It was the duty of the governor to ad- 


vertise the proposed amendment for 
ninety days prior to tbe election and to 
include tbe eauie in hia proclamation for 
the election. He failed in both particu- 
lars, bat the Republican state central 
committee 
ifl 
of the opinion that 


the amendment, 80 proposed should 
be submitted to the people at (ha 
coming election for adoption or rejection 
underthe provisions of tho act of March 
7,18S3. They do not believe that the 
failure of the Rovernor to do the duty 
enjoined upon him by law should de- 
prive tho people of the right to adopt tho 
amendment at tho election about to oc- 
cur. 


"Upon consultation with the Demo- 


cratic state central committee it was 
agreed between the two committees that 
there ahall be printed upon the ballots 
of tbo two parties tho question whether 
tho amendment to the constitution shall 
be adopted or rejected apd it haa been 
agreed that there shall be inserted at the 
foot of tbe election ballot, aud as the lust 
aubject upon which the voter shall be 
asked to void, these worda: "For the 
Amendment to Sec. 8, Art. XI, Consti- 
tution." 
. 
The proposed amendment is one of 


considerable importance to the incorpor- 
ated cities of the state. The first para- 
graph applies wholly to San Francisco, 
or, rather, to cities of more than 100,000 
inhabitants, and is, therefore of no in- 
terest to tho readers of TUB REPUBLICAN. 
The resolution is incorporated in the 
laws of 1S89, page 340, and after the first 
paragraph reads aa follows: 


"Any city containing a population of 


more than 10,000 and nob more than 
11)0,000 inhabitants may frame a charter 
for its own government, consistent with 
and subject to the constitution and laws 
of this state, by causing a board of fifteen 
free holders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, 
to be elected by the qualified voters of 
said city, at any general or special elec- 
tion, whose duty it shall be, within 
ninety days after election, to prepare 
and propose a charter tor euch city. 
wbich shall be signed in duplicate by tbe 
members of such board or a majority of 
thera, and returned, one copy thereof to 
the mayor, or other chief executive of 
said city, and the other to the recorder 
of the county. Such proposed charter 
shall he published in two daily newspa- 
pers of genera, circulation in such city, 
for at least twenty days; and the firnt 
publication shall be made within twenty 
(lays after the completion of the charter, 
and within not leas than thirty days af-

The city council in its provision for 


the protection of the city from tire ban 
shown Us wisdom in purchasing for the 
city's nse a chemical engine. Tha en- 
gine is to be a double fifty gallon tank 
engine of the Uolloway patent and will 
cost $2000 delivered at the depot in 
Fresno.

A GEORGIA RIOT. 


Four Killed and Scrcral Injured 


In I lie Affray. 


ATLANTA, Ga., October 23.—Only 


meager reports have been received con- 
cerning the reported race riot in. Coffee 
county, as the trouble occurred some dis- 
tance from the nearest telenrapb'BUtion. 
It appears that in the riot four whitemen 
were shot down, viz: B. E. McClendon, 
Frank and Thomas Seera, and John 
Mendriz. None of these were dead ac- 
cording to the latest reports. The gov- 
ernor bp received a request to order oat 
the militia on the ground that the whites 
are at the mercy of ihe armed mob of 
negroes. 
He accordingly ordered tbe 


WaycroES rifles to proceed at once to the 
scene. It appears that the negroes are 
being led iu the riot by L. B. Yarn, a 
white man engaged in tbe turpentine 
business at the new Stokes mill. Yarn 
and Thomas Seers had a dispute abont a 
tract of land. Yarn put the men to 
work on the timber land, and Seers shot 
one of the negroes and drove the othera 
from the wood. 
They returned this 


afternoon and fired into n crowd of 
Yarn's hands. Yarn's negroes, to hare 
revenge on the Seers people, armed 
themselves and made an assault on the 
settlement with the above result. At 
iaat accounts tbe matter was somewhat 
quieted, and it is believed that no other 
trouble will occnr.

Mr. Chaddock, the proprietor of the 


Home Packing Company, eaid that raia- 
ina -were -coming in rapidly, hut that 
they are of a poorer quality than earlier 
in the season. "It is difficult to get first 
grade stock,; especially in layer goods. 
It looks, however, aa though there was 
a 'better :proepect ahead and that we i 
would soon get better raiaioB. The fine i 
weather since the September etorm has 
• 


enabled raisers to-eave half of what we 
then 'believed to be lost. We will fall 
short of our original estimate about 30 
per cent and will gain considerably on 
the-eatimate we gave -diiectly after the 
Etorms. The rains were not as-disastrous 
as we feared. We will ship about 30,000 
boxes of raisins and '100,000 pounds 
loose in aacke. We -have reason to feel 
encouraged, though the season baa not 
been as successful aa we hoped it to be, 
perhapa, and next year we expect to do 
two or three times as much aa we did 
this year." 


A. LUBK d .CO. 


"The weather we have had," said D. 


D- Hudson, of A. Luak <t Go., "haa en- 
abled people to cure raising that were 
considered loet. If the weather laata an- 
other week we will get nearly all the 
raisins in. Tbe fine weather haa en- 
abled people to cure the stock, and we 
have received almost as much from the 
second as we did from the first crop. 
Some have, of course, been bad. though 
the second crop received since tho rain 
is pretty good and has increased the out- 
put fully 25 per cent over the estimates 
we then made. As an evidence that we 
are doing something, we are now pack- 
ing from one to two care a day and are 
shipping three cars, for you know that 
we buy many raiains ready packed, 
which go in the front door, only to go 
out the back door into the cars."

The output this year 
will be greater than last and there will 
be much more of «ack goods than last 
year and more than there would have 
been if it had not rained. lam firm of 
the opinion that the day will come when 
the layer raisin buaineaa will be done 
away with. We are now getting out a 
car of stemmed roods a day. The dry 
grape output IB short, very short; folly 
one-half. 
"Yes, we shall enlarge thia building ae 


soon as the packing fteaaon is over, to 
three times ite present eiza and we shall 
also pat in a cannery. Our purpose ie to 
increase onr facilities for packing raifiins 
three-fold." 


"We shall also build a dryer by next 


year. (1 cannot say mueb. about that, as 
we have not fully concluded what we 
may do, and oar plans may take a very 
elaborate shape. I tell yea," said Mr. 
Hudson in conclusion, "no man can suc- 
cessfully run a packing-bouse without a 
dryer. We have come to that conclu- 
sion."

Mongolians Pay Over $OOO In One 


Week for Visiting Optam Joints. 
Judge Hogue was again busy with tho 


heathen Tuesday morning. On the pre- 
ceding evening Constable Childers had 
made a raid on the Mongolians in one of 
their dona and had taken sixteen of them 
tied together by their pigtails, to the city 
jail. Yesterday fifteen of them. were 
called to account before tbe justice and 
after pleading guilty to the charge of vis- 
iting an opinm joint, were fined, some 
$7.50 and others $10, which was paid.

A Now System .of I'nenmntic Trans- 


mission. 


Arrangements are being made iu New 


York for the laying of a double pneu- 
matic line between New York and Phil- 
adelphia.

Aerating Milk, 


The New York dairy commissioner 


says that milk am be Bent .urther ant 
will be in a better state for nee when i 
is aerated down to the temperature o; 
the atmosphere than when chilled anc 
sent on ice. 


The process ia very limple, and con- 


sists in allowing the milk to run from 
one/eceptaclp, to another in fine streams 
so a's to come thoroughly in contact with 
pure air. It should not be done in the 
barn or stable, but out of doors where 
the tiir ia purest. If nothing better is at 
hand, let it run through an old colander 
two or three times. A better arrange- 
ment ia a set of perforated pans, one 
above the other, through which the mill 
mav run in fine streams. It is held tba 
tyrotoxicon poison is generated in cream 
for the want of proper aeration, and that 
unaerated milk IB the great enemy of in 
ants aud the great cause of cholera in 
antum.
